The anonymous letter writer in 
the Townsman of Aug. 26th should 
first be informed of some of the vi- 
tal statistics of the Andover Red 
Cross Chapter for the past Red 
Cross year, July 1, 1953 to June 
30, 1954, so as to better under- 
stand my answers to his questions. 

The Andover Chapter supplied 
23] pints of blood to Andover res- 
idents. As you undoubtedly know, 
blood generally costs approximately 
$25 a pint, if purchased in a hos- 
pital, yet our Chapter supplied 
this blood to local people at no 
cost whatsoever, Thus blood cost- 
ing $5,775 to the individual bene- 
liciaries was supplied by our Chap- 
ter at less than $550 which ex- 
penditure included other phases of 
the blood program. 

These other phases included 
sponsorship of the Bloodmobile 
visits to Andover. Thanks to the 
generosity of the Andover people, 
these visits have been uniformly 
successful with about one out of 
every 14 adults giving a pint of 
blood — indeed a preat record of 
which we can all be very proud. 
Pour-hundred -sixty volunteers 
worked a total of 3,368 hours to 
Bloodmobile visits. In 
addition, the Red Cross Canteen 
served coffee and refreshments to 
1,630 people at the blood visits as 


Our Motor Service drove a total 
of 11,773 miles to aid Veterans and 
citizens of Andover. These in- 
cluded the transportation of 419 
patients hospitals, civilian, 
military

Two-hundred eleven 
Servicemen and their families re- 
ceive service from the Red Cross 
(communications, counseling and 
financing). Seven Andover families 
were served by financia] assis-.

made more comfortable by the loan 
of hospital beds, crutches, wheel 
chairs and other hospital equip- 
ment all owned by our Chapter, 

Three boys were sent to National 
Red Cross Aquatic School at South 
Hanson, Mass. to return as jn- 
Structors at Vomp’s Pond where 
they certified 72 children in Water 
Safety and Swimming. 

Twenty-seven persons were 
trained in Senior Life Saving at 
Phillips Andover and an additional 
14 trained in Advanced Survival

Kighty-three individuals were 
trained during the year in either 


Standard, advanced, or junior first 
aid with an additional 12 trained 
in Home Care of the Sick. Twelve 
Nurses Aides were given a re- 
fresher course to prepare them for 
Volunteer service to the hospitals. 

From our Chapter, 31 Veterans at 
Bedford Hospital received one 
afghan, 15 pairs of socks, 15 pairs 
of bedsocks, all hand-knit by And- 
over women. Three-hundred veter- 
ans at the Hospital received birth- 
day remembrances during Andover 
Supply Month which was made pos- 
sible through the contributions of 
21 local organizations and resi- 
dents. 

One-hundred ten veterans per 
week are benefited by the rehabili- 
tation training and service pro- 
grams of our Chapter with five 
Gray Ladies giving 1264 hours of 
service to the hospital. I take 
my hat off to these women. 

Our Junior Red Cross Chapter, 
which is highly aggressive and 
wide-awake, also contributed pro- 
duction items which were enjoyed 
by 350 patients at the Hospital. 

Only a person who has had the 
opportunity of visiting Bedford 
hospital can fully comprehend the 
great work that the Red Cross per- 


forms for the Veterans confined at | 


this hospital. This hospital treats 
the mentally ill veterans of our 
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wars — it is a great 
Staffed by extremely competent 
men and women who welcome the 
Support of the Red Cross — and | 
think this will interest you — 19 
volunteers gave 51] hours to com- 
plete garments for hospitalized 
veterans, all of which was done at 
little cost to our chapter. 


This, by no means, describes 
the full extent of our work at the 
Andover Chapter but it does, | 
think, give you some of the high- 
lights of our very active chapter 
and it demonstrates the multiplic- 
ity of our interests. As Chairman 
of this Chapter, I am greatly in- 
debted to all the unselfish men 
and women and particularly the 
women for their unselfish devotion. 
These volunteers are the very 
heart of our chapter. You might be 
interested to know that the And- 
over Red Cross Chapter has 16] 
volunteers working on a regular 
basis as well as an additional 
829 working during fund and blood 
campaigns, and only one paid 
worker. Naturally, these volunteer 
workers must be guided and di- 
rected and our chapter is fortunate 
in having Miss Barbara Loomer as

our paid secretary. Any person 
who has been intimate with the 
activities of the Red Cross in 


Andover is fully aware of her un- 
usual administrative abilities. She 
is conscientious in her work and 
if one could check her work week 
they would find that only a person 
devoted to Red Cross work would 
put in the work hours she does for 
the good of our chapter. 

Against this background, I 
should like at this point to answer 
your questions. 

1. Your first question speaks 
about a ‘kitty’? or a reserve. | 
assume that you are referring to 
the Downs Fund which amounts 
to $7500 — this bequest was made 
to our chapter some years ago and 
the bequest is restricted in that 
the principal must be kept intact- 
however the income from the $7500 
may be used for general purposes. 

2. $13,352.31 was collected in
